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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 6-8 and 17-19, drawn to electrical devices, classified in class 257, subclass 678. 

II. Claims 1-5 and 9-16, drawn to methods of forming the devices, classified in class 
438, subclass 106. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Inventions II and I are related as process of making and product made. The inventions are 
distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be used 
to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by 
another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the devices of 
invention I can be made by depositing gold, silver or another conducting metal onto the resin 
precursor without the use of conductive particles that must be cured. 

A product defined by the process by which it can be made is still a product claim (In re 
Bridgeford, 357 F.2d 679, 149 USPQ 55 (CCPA 1966)) and can be restricted from the process if the 
examiner can demonstrate that the product as claimed can be made by another materially different 
process; defining the product in terms of a process by which it is made is nothing more than a 
permissible technique that applicant may use to define the invention. MPEP § 806.05(f).
